OBSERVATIONS 

ON  THE 

ORIGIN  AND  CURE  OF  THE 
Opthalmia  of  Egypt . 


2^0  Diieafe  has  been  found  more  fatal  to  our 
army,  than  Inflammations  of  the  Eyes.  Its 
fudden  attack,  the  danger  of  Vifion,  and  the  tem- 
porary lofs  of  effedtive  men,  have  created  much 
apprehenflon.  At  firft  they  were  deprived  of  Sight 
in  the  night  only,  without  any  apparent  defedt; — 
but  the  difeafe  foon  brought  on  more  formidable 
fymptoms.

The  length  of  time  I was  in  the  Mediterranean, 
(before  -we  landed  in  Egypt)  I was  continually  ob- 
ferving  the  weaknefs  and  blindnefs*  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  Iflands  and  the  coafts  adjacent,  but 
always  found  the  appearance  encreafe  as  we  drew 
nearer  the  Nile.  Some  totally  blind,  others  one 

* Firft  I fuppofed  this  to  arife  from  the  cu'ftom  of  colouring 
their  eyes  black  with  powdered  antimony  or  black  lead,  which 
they  introduce  under  the  lids  by  a filver  bodkin.

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Eye  or  both  dim  or  opaque  ; feveral  with  fpecks  on 
the  tran (parent  cornea,  or  diftortions  of  the  Iris, 
obliging  them  to  look  clofe  to  any  objed,  or  Tide- 
ways, mod  of  them  having  Seatons  in  their  necks, 
or  I flues*  of  which  they  are  extremely  fond,  and 
and  there  are  very  few  but  what  have  thete  marks 
on  them.— Yet  I could  not  trace  the  origin  until  we 
became  (ubjed  to  its  ravages. 

It  is  a melancholy  fight  to  walk  through  any  of 
their  Towns  to  fee  fuch  a number  of  blind  beggarst, 
the  (hopkeepers  holding  their  faces  clofe  to  the

* I cannot  pafs  this  fubjeft,  without  defcribing  the  cruel 
manner  of  forming  it,  nor  do  they  think  it  has  fo  good  an 
effeft  when  performed  with  a lancet.  After  marking  the  fpot 
with  ink,  they  place  a fmall  portion  of  burning  fungus  on  the 
part,  and  patiently  wait  fill  it  is  burnt  out,  which  they  agam 
renew  until  the  parts  are  fufficiently  deftroyed  to  form  it,  and 
when  this  Hough  is  out,  they  apply  the  pea. 

f There  mud  be  a diftinftjon  between  thofe  who  lofe  their 
Eyes  by  this  difeafe,  and  thofe  who  have  them  put  out  under 
the  name  of  punifhment ; l am  forry  to  fay,  this  is  no  uncom- 
mon thing,  and  is  frequently  ufed  by  Gezar  Pa(ha.  When 
they  are  condemned  to  lofe  one  or  both,  they  are  taken  to  one 
of  their  barbers  (who  are  their  l'urgeons),  thrown  on  theic 
backs,  and  held  down  until  a razor  is  drawn  acrofs  them, 
immediately  difcharging  their  humours,  or  fometimes  the 
>vhole  Eye  is  fcooped  out ; fo  frequently  has  the  wretch 
ordered  this  cruel  aft,  that  it  became  proverbial,  when  \VP  faw 
a mat)  without  an  Eye,  to  fay,  Hi  has  bun  at  Acre .

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: obi  efts,  or  carefully  feeling  their  money  : it  fpares 

neither  age  nor  fex,  attacking  them  indifcriminately, 
until,  by  repeated  affaults,  it  leaves  the  poor  wretch 
in  utter  darknefs.

At  Rofetta,  every  corpfe  is  carried  to  the  grave  by 
a fet  of  blind  people,  leading  each  other,  chanting 
pafiages  of  the  Alcoran,  for  a fmall  pittance, 
until  death  relieves  them.  Worthy  of  imitation 
are  the  Ions  of  Olman  : for  thofe  who  will  work, 
are  always  employed  in  pounding  coffee,  blowing 
blackfmiths’  bellows,  &c.

The  common  Opthalmia  of  Authors,  comes  far 
fhort  of  this  which  is  deferved^y  called  the  Egyp- 
tian*, and  as  1 before  mentioned,  the  fudden  attack, 
and  the  number  rendered  unfit  for  immediate  fer- 
vice,  occafioned  general  alarm,  and  fufficiently  em- 
ployed the  thoughts  of  the  Medical  Gentlemen. 

As  to  its  cure,  there  were  various  opinions  : fome 
fuppofing  it  infectious,  others  from  the  intenfe  heat 
of  the  fun  by  its  vivid  reflection  from  the  fands ; 
others,  from  the  fmall  particles  of  fand  continually 
irritating  the  coats  of  this  tender  and  invaluable  or- 
gan \ and  laftly,  by  the  intenfe  heat  of  the  day,  and 

* I have  feen  it  at  Cyprus,  Barute,  Acre,  Jaffa,  &c.  but  it  is 
mild  to  that  of  Ej^ypt. 
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heavy  cold  dews  at  night.  This  I fhall  endeavour  to 
explain  in  as  clear  and  concife  a manner  as  the 
fubjedt  will  poffibly  admit  of. 

It  was  on  the  memorable  8th  of  March, 
1801,  the  Englifli  army*  landed  at  Aboukir  under 
a heavy  fire  of  artillery,  and  in  a very  few  days 
many  loft  their  vifion,  efpecially  after  fun  let. 
The  Oprhalmia  appeared  about  the  beginning 
of  April,  and  decreafed  towards  the  latter  end 
of  July;  fome  few  were  affedted  after  this  pe- 
riod, but  in  a trifling  manner  to  what  it  was  before. 
From  the  rapid  enereafe  of  the  fick  lift,  fome,  as  I 
before  mentioned,  thought  it  was  contagious,  as  it 
frequently  happened  when  one  in  a tent  was  affedted, 
others  foon  followed  ; much  alfo  may  be  faid  from 
the  extreme  heat  and  vivid  refledtion,  for  it  muft  be 
confidered,  that  Alexandria  is  in  Lat.  31-11  N.  a 
dreary  wafte,  no  fhelter  from  the  fcorching  beams, 
one  continued  defert  of  fand,  whofe  particles  are  fo 
light,  that  the  leaft  Zephyr  fets  it  afloat ; it  pervades 
the  clofeft  cheft,  or  even  cafe  within  cafet,  nor  can 

* .There  were  feven  /hips  landed  each  50  failors  to  drag  the 
guns,  and  a ft  as  artillery  men,  forming  a brigade  under  the 
command  of  SirVV.

+ My  inftruments  were  in  a mahogany  cafe,  which  was  put 
into  a leather  one  well  flrap't  down,  and  this  again  into  a 
canvas  one;  notwithllanding  the  fand  got  into  them  : thofe 
who  have  not  been  here,  can  have  no  idea  of  the  quantity  of

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you  flecp  in  a temporary  (hade,  but  fwarms  of  in- 
fers furround  you,  thrufting  themfelves  into  the 
inner  canthus,  ail  adding  to  the  encreafed  irritation, 
the  body  enervated  by  day,  and  again  fuddenly  ex- 
pofed  to  dews  by  night,  is  confequently  capable  of 
any  impreffion ; in  June  and  July  there  is  not  a 
cloud  to  be  feen  to  foften  the  fcorching  rays,  or  give 
a temporary  fliade  to  the  frame,  or  relief  to  painful 
vifion.

It  was  curious  to  hear  the  medical  gentlemen  when 
they  met.  Some  would  fay  they  had  tryed  gou- 
lard  and  bleeding  fome  cold  water  and  blifters ; 
others  warm  baths,  laudanum,  &c.  in  fhort,  they 
were  all  perplexed,  and  particularly  when  they 
themfelves  were  affedted  : in  this  number  I mull 
include  myfelf,  which  affords  me  an  opportunity  of 
giving  a clear  and  concife  account  of  the  fymptoms 
and  mod:  effectual  cure. 

(and  (Wallowed  during  meals,  and  which  at  firft  was  apt  to 
difguft  us,  but  cuftom  foon  reconciled  us  to  that  as  well  as  to 
the  numerous  fwarms  of  flies,  lice,  fcorpions,  fnakes,  centri- 
peds,  tarantulas,  afps,  rats,  &c.  which  were  in  the  lines  before 
Alexandria,  adding  to  the  above  bad  brackilh  water,  (two 
wells  only  that  produced  any  thing  tolerable)  is  it  to  be  won- 
dered that  difeafe  (hould  invade  us  ? 


SYMPTOMS. 
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SYMPTOMS. 

This  difordcr  firft  makes  its  appearance  under 
the  fenfation  of  fand,  having  got  into  one  or  both 
eyes,  or  a fmart  and  fudden  pain  in  one  particular 
fpot,  and  upon  infpeCtion,  matter  is  found  on  the 
inner  canthus  ; this  continuing,  the  lids  begin  to 
fwell,  and  towards  the  evening,  all  the  fymptoms  of 
high  inflammation  are  encreafed,  with  flight  fever. 
Senfation  of  burning  coals  between  the  lids,  the  tu- 
nica albuginea  highly  inflamed  over  the  whole 
furface ; the  patient  finds  it  impofiible  to  lie 
down,  as  it  encreafes  the  pain,  but  is  obliged  to 
be  placed  in  an  ereft  pofture.  Violent  and  painful 
fpafms  of  all  the  mufcles  of  the  eyes  now  talieplace, 
the  orbicularis  contracting  the  lids  forcibly  toge- 
ther, excite  excruciating  agony  all  night  j in  the 
morning,  the  eve-lathes  are  firmly  glued  together, 
while  hot  fcalding  tears  are  copioufly  fecreted  till 
they  burft  afunder,  thus  procuring  a temporary 
relief. 

Towards  the  dawn  of  day,  {lumber  fteals  on  the 
fatigued  body,  but  this  only  in  an  ereCt  pofition. 

The  next  day,  the  eye-lids  are  fo  much  enlarged 
and  cedematous,  that  it  is  not  poflible  to  open  them 
without  afliftance  j the  eye-brows  are  drawn  down 

below 
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below  their  ufual  fituation,  and  in  the  evening  all 
the  horrid  fymptoms  are  encreafed  ; on  opening 
them,  they  appear  full  of  matter,  and  fome  parti- 
cles are  of  fo  firm  a confiftence  as  to  bear  refiftance 
between  the  thumb  and  finger.  The  whole  of  the 
white  part  has  now  one  uniform  red  appearance,  and 
in  a few  days  fungus  arifes,  elevating  itfelf  above 
the  tranfparent  cornea  which  now  begins  to  be  af- 
fettedj  becoming  fenfibly  vafcuhr  or  opaque. 

It  frequently  happens,  that  in  five  or  fix  days 
fmall  pelucid  blifters  arife  on  the  tranfparent  cornea, 
which  foon  burft,  leaving  a fmall  depreflion  or  ulcer, 
and  fometimes  fpreading  over  great  part  of  the 
fight;  but  there  are  tumours,  which  arife  far 
more  dangerous  than  what  I have  juft  mentioned  ; 
it  is  when  the  coats  of  the  eye  project  like  a 
fmall  vificle,  in  which  the  Iris  is  included,  giving 
it  its  own  colour,  and  forming  an  Hernia  fui  Gene- 
ris : this  from  its  colour  is  eafily  known  ; but  fiiould 
it  flop  here,  which  is  very  feldom  without  operation, 
the  Iris  becomes  deformed,  its  mufcular  powers  loft 
in  a great  degree,  but  if  it  is  left  to  itfelf,  the  whole 
gradually  protrudes,  till  it  appears  one  uniform 
mafs,  and  vifion  is  loft  for  ever. 

During  the  high  inflammatory  ftate,  it  fometimes 
happens  that  the  eye  fuddenly  burfts,  and  the 
aqueous  humour  isthrown  out  with  excruciating  pain 

to 
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to  a great  diftance,  leaving  afterwards  a cicatrice, 
which  it  is  impoflible  to  remove.  In  (hort,  all  the 
coats  of  this  organ  are  fo  extremely  tender,  that 
the  fmalleft  force  ruptures  them  : in  fome  we 

find  that  the  tarfi  and  external  parts  of  the  lids  are 
inflamed,  but  this  only  in  few  cafes. 

How  liable  are  thefe  organs  to  be  inflamed,  when 
every  gentle  breeze  gives  the  top  of  the  hills  a fuzzy 
appearance,  their  edges  becoming  indiftindft  from 
the  fmall  particles  fet  afloat,  and  clouds  of  them 
feen  at  a diftance  like  fmoke,  which,  as  before  men- 
tioned, are  fo  fine  as  to  pervade  the  clofeft  pack- 
ages, I therefore  (hall  not  hefitate  to  fay  that  the 

Predifpojing  Caufe 

is  excefs  of  heat  and  light,  rendering  the  nerves 
extremely  irritable,  but  the 

Exciting  Caufe 

is,  in  my  opinion,  fmall  particles  of  fand  between 
the  eye  and  the  lid.  For  a moment  let  us  fuppofe 
one  more  fpeculated  than  the  reft  has  attached  itfelf 
high  up  on  the  tunica  adnata,  this  at  firft  (where 
vve  are  fo  much  expofed)  is  taken  no  particular  no- 
tice of,  hxcept  flightly  rubbing  the  eye,  and  this 
I am  apt  to  think,  takes  place  fome  days  before  the 
real  difeafe,  though  the  true  exciting  caufe.  I have 

frequently 
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, frequently  heard  them  complain  of  (as  well  as  felt 
myfelf)  aftiffnefs  and  a fenfation  of  find  in  the  eyes  a 
few  days  before  the  difeafe  makes  its  appearance ; and 
this  waseafedby  gentle  fridtion,  though  in  the  end  it 
encreafed  the  inflammation;  but  when  a part  becomes 
inflamed,  and  a fmall  particle  of  corroding  matter  is 
produced,  it  immediately  gives  a fmart  pain,  and  as 
I before  mentioned,  a fmall  portion  of  matter  is 
formed  in  the  internal  canthus,  fo  that  a flight  in- 
flammation takes  place  before,  but  not  to  alarm, 
until  this  corrofive  matter  is  produced,  which  from 
the  time  is  rapidly  encreafing.

I cannot  lofe  the  idea  that  the  fand  is  the  exciting 

«D 

caufe,  though  fome  bring  it  as  a proof  they  have  it 
at  fea : true — and  you  have  the  fame  heat  and  re- 
fledtion  : the  wind  conveys  the  fine  partieles  of  fand 
to  a great  diftance  out  of  fight  of  land : coming  near 
this  coaff.  I have  known  it  fettle  on  the  decks  and 
on  the  cloaths.  When  it  does  take  place  at  fea, 
which  is  very  feldom,  it  is  always  mild ; the 
coolnefs  between  decks,  the  (hade,  &c.is  one  great 
caufe  why  the  patient  fo  foon  recovers.

is  mod  fatal  when  the  globe  itfelf  is  inflamed,  or 
ftrong  fpafms  endanger  the  rupture  of  the  eye,  fo 
are  ulcers  of  the  cornea,  or  where  the  iris  is  affedted:

but  favourable  when  the  fwelling  of  the  lids  abate, 
the  difcharge  lcfiens,  and  repofe  at  night  can  be 
obtained. 


METHOD  OF  CURE. 

IF  the  difeafe  be  taken  in  time,  it  is  in  my  opi- 
nion extremely  eafy,  efpecially  in  the  firft  beginning, 
from  a well-known  rule  in  medicine,  remove  the  caufe 
and  the  effett  will  ceafe  j therefore  we  cannot  too  foon 
employ  every  poffible  means  of  attempting  the  grand 
objedt  for  which  there  are  two  remedies,  either  care- 
fully picking*,  or  wiping  out  the  extraneous  matter 
from  under  the  lid,  or  with  a fyringei*,  wafhing 
gently  the  whole  lurface,  the  latter  gives  fooner 
relief  and  is  not  fo  painful  to  the  patient.  This 

Ihould  be  carefully  done  two  or  three  times  a day, 

* Picking  out  the  matter  with  a fine  rag,  has  been  the 
common  mode  of  relief,  and  from  under  the  upper  eye-lids, 
by  a fine  (kewerhas  given  eafe^  but  it  is  tedious  and  irritating, 
which  is  not  the  cafe  by  fyringing. 

f Matter  fecreted  from  an  inflamed  membrane,  will,  when 
applied  to  an  healthy  one,  caufe  inflammation,  and  produce 
a difeafed  appearance,  is  well  known,  as  in  gonorrhoea, 
cancer,  &c.  Two  cafes  have  occurred  fince  the  above  was 
written,  by  injecting  other’s  eyes,  [fee  the  Cafes)  the  difeafe 
was  produced  from  the  matter  by  accident. 


with 
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with  warm  water,  by  which  means,  the  fmall  par- 
ticles of  fand  are  diflodged,  as  well  as  the  cor- 
roding difcharge,  and  as  fpafms  take  place  early  in 
the  difeale,  warm  fomentations  mufl  frequently 
be  repeated  till  the  mufcles  are  relaxed.  The  Pri* 
ma  Via  muft  be  attended  to,  and  in  the  evening, 
from  XXX  to  XL  drops  of  laudanum.  The  form 
of  the  bed  ought  to  be  regarded,  as  every  fymp- 
tom  is  encreafed  -in  lying  down,  from  too  great  a 
quantity  of  blood  being  determined  to  the  brain  and 
adjacent  parts;  therefore  the  head  and  fhoulders 
ought  to  be  well  elevated  ; all  light  excluded,  and 
the  utmoft  filence  kept.  If  from  this  mode  of  treat- 
ment the  patient  has  reft  the  firfl  night,  the  cure 
will  be  effected  with  fpeed  and  facility. 

It  has  been  invariably  the  cuftom,  in  the  firft  be-' 
ginning,  to  blifter  behind  the  ears  and  temples, 
from  a well-known  efledt,  that  one  inflammation 
will  cure  another;  this  certainly  is  very  proper  when 
the  caule  is  removed,  but  otherwife  can  be  of  very 
little  iervice.  Bleeding,  whe'n  the  inflammation 
'runs  extremely  high,  is  abfolutely  ncceflavy  : but  I 
have  known  a copious  evacuation  taken  from  the 
arm,  and  yet  the  iris  became  dileafed  ; and  in  ano- 
ther cafe,  it  brought  on  fo  great  a debility,  that  the 
patient  was  with  much  difficulty  reftored  to  his  for- 
mer ftrength.  Cupping  would  have  had  a good  ef- 
fect, but  that  I believe  was  never  attempted  for 

want 
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want  of  inftruments,  and  flight  fcarifications*  on  the 
temples  had  very  little  effeft.  However  when  the 
conftitution  is  ftrong  enough,  it  ought  to  be  per- 
formed copioufly,  but  this  need  not  be  done  if  the 
firfl  treatment  is  well  attended  to. 

As  I fuppofe  that  the  difeafe  *ras  on  the  3d,  4th, 
or  5th  day  before  the  patient  came  to  undergo  this 
operation,  the  whole,  or  greater  part  had  become 
vafcular,  the  largeft  of  the  veffels  coming  from  the 
internal,  or  external  angle  of  the  eye,  fhould  be  di- 
vided by  means  of  an  armed  lancet ; but  here  you 
will  frequently  meet  with  great  difficulty  from  the 
irritability  of  the  parts  producing  fpafms,  which 
forcibly  draw  the  eyes  into  the  fockets,  and  in  fome 
cafes  inverting  the  lids ; but  when  you  do  fucceed, 
the  fmall  quantity  of  blood  that  flows,  will  give 
immediate  relief,  and  by  the  next  day  it  is  very 
eafy  to  perform  the  operation;  if  this  fhould  not 
happen,  fomentations  of  warm  water  with  a little 

• At  Rofetta  I had  an  opportunity  of  feeing  this  operation 
for  the  e)res.  In  a barber’s  (hop  there  fat  a Turk  with  his  tur- 
band  round  his  neck,  which  he  drew  fo  tight,  that  the  patient 
had  much  difficulty  to  breathe,  the  jugulars  as  well  as  all  the 
veins  in  his  face  and  neck  compleatly  tinged  his  countenance, 
highly  expreffive'of  (trangulation  ; the  operator  Handing  be- 
fore him  with  a razor,  fcarified  all  the  forehead  and  temples 
in  the  following  regular  manner,  | | | | every  now  and  then 
fcraping  off  the  blood  with  the  edge,  and  to  encreafe  the 
bleeding,  rubbed  fa't  on  them. 

laudanum 
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laudanum  muft  be  repeatedly  ufed,  until  the  muf- 
cles  are  relaxed. 

If  you  happen  to  be  too  late  in  this  fimple  opera* 
tion,  red  globules  of  blood  are  pulhed  into  the  tranf- 
parent  cornea  which  render  it  opaque,  and  then  the 
cure  is  doubtful  ; but  when  fungus’s  arife  over  the 
furface  threatening  to  cover  the  pupil,  the  whole 
fhould  be  fcarified,  and  the  bleeding  promoted  by 
warm  fomentations ; and  when  it  has  ceafed,  apply 
laudanum  and  water  over  the  whole  forehead 
and  temples,  keeping  them  continually  moift ; for 
in  this  ftage  they  complain  of  excruciating  pain  in 
thofe  parts;  nor  ought  the  opiate  to  be  forgot  at 
night;  I prefer  the  liquid  form,  as  it  is  fooner 
diffufible.  Some  prefer  goulard  ; I objedt  to 
it,  as  its  fedative  powers  are  flower,  and  its  praecepi- 
tate  frequently  in  the  eye  becomes  an  irritating 
caufe. 

- . ; i * * i ’ 

Should  the  inflammation  ftill  run  high,  a large 
blifter  or  featon  muft  be  put  behind  the  neck ; brifk 
purging  and  pedeluvian  muft  be  attended  to,  as 
well  as  low  diet. 

In  this  ftage  great  care  ought  to  be  taken  to  avoid 
any  injury  or  blows  on  the  eye,  as  the  membranes 
at  this  time  are  eafily  ruptured  : fhould  this  misfor- 
tune happen,  immediately  cover  the  part  with  a com- 
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prefs  of  laudanum  and  water,  and  if  the  pulfe 
will  bear  it,  take  blood  from  the  temporal  artery, 
keep  the  patient  extremely  low  and  cool  until 
the  inflammation,  caufed  by  the  accident,  has 
abated. 

When  the  inflammation  has  fubflded,  yet  leaves 
an  opaque  fpot  on  the  tranfparent  part  of  the  eye, 

I have  fucceeded  in  removing  it  by  throwing 
through  a quill  a fmall  portion  of  calomel,  two  or 
three  times  a day  : but  no  efcurotic  powders  ought 
to  be  ufed  until  inflammation  has  difappeared.

Blifters,  which  arife  on  the  tranfparent  cornea, 
fhould  be  carefully  opened;  if  neglected,  they 
burft,  and  become  fmall  ulcers.  I have  tried 
preparations  of  'zinc,  but  not  fo  effectually  as  the 
above.

The  laft  I (hall  fpeak  of,  is  where  part  of  the 
tranfparent  cornea  forms  a fack,  in  which  a portion 
of  the  iris  is  included,  giving  the  tumour  its  own 
colour;  when  you  examine  the  eye  carefully,  you 
find  the  pupil  has  loft;  its  form,  becoming  oval, 
and  near  the  tumor,  the  iris  disappearing,  this 
gradually  encreafing  until  the  w'hole  is  included. 
On  confulting  Mr.  O’Dyer,  furgeon  of  the  54th, 
it  was  agreed  to  open  it  in  the  firft  inftance 
and  apply  calomel,  and  by  this  means,  every 


one 
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one  recovered,  though  fome  little  deformation  was 
fometimes  the  confequence  ; but  this  in  time  gra- 
dually difappeared,  leaving  a fmall  cicatrice  of  no 
confequence  to  vifion. 

Here  you  will  meet  with  a ftrong  refiftance,  as 
your  lancet  will  have  to  pafs  through  the  whole  of 
the  cornea,  and  remember  to  carry  it  horizontally* 
taking  care  not  to  wound  any  other  part  but  the  tu- 
mor, and  always  make  the  pundure  the  fartheft  dis- 
tant from  the  pupil,  after  which  ufe  the  calomel.  It 
will  fometimes  happen,  that  you  may  have  occafion 
to  perform  this  operation  two  or  three  times. 

In  all  ftages  of  this  difeafe,  cleanlinefs  mull  be 
ftri&ly  attended  to  in  every  fenfe  of  the  word* 


ON 
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On  the  Debilitated  State  of  the 
Eyes  when  the  Inflammation 
has  abated . 

INFLAMMATIONS  arife  from  two  caufes, 
viz.  Plethora,  and  Debility,  which  in  this  di- 
feafe  are  very  diftinct.  The  high  inflamed  flate 
ftill  encreafed  by  repeated  irritation,  caufing  the 
arteries  forcibly  to  contrad,  pufhing  on  the  red 
particles  of  blood  into  the  fmalleft  capiliary  veflels, 
thereby  diflending  them  beyond  their  natural  fize, 
brings  on  debility  ; and  they  now  have  no  power  to 
contrad  or  throw  the  particles  any  farther,  which 
confequently  leave  the  tunica  albuginea  highly  co- 
loured, when  the  vifion  is  no  longer  painful.  This 
is  the  debilitated  flate,  and  clearly  points  out  atonic 
plan  ; but  as  the  abforption  of  the  particles  is  flow, 
fmall  fcarifications  are  necefiary,  at  the  fame  time 
ufing  the  cold  bath,  folutions  of  vitriol,  zinc,  &c, 
and  when  from  length  of  pain,  as  is  frequently  the 
cafe,  the  body  is  emaciated,  the  bark  and  vitriol 
muft  be  regularly  dlminiflered . 

\ 

Where  the  external  coats  of  the  eye  have  returned 
to  their  natural  colour,  yet  vifion  ftill  tender  and 
irritable,  the  greatefl  care  fhould  be  taken  not  to 
expofe  them  to  too  fudden  a glare  of  light,  or  to 

the 
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the  view  of  diftant  obje&s,  for  the  inflammation 
has  not  yet  left  the  internal  ftru&ure,  and  fhould 
this  continue  any  length  of  time,  a gutta  ferena  is 
to  be  apprehended. 

The  treatment  mult  depend  on  the  length  of  time 
the  inflammation  has  continued,  and  the  prefent 
ftate  of  the  body  ; and  if  it  will  bear  evacuations, 
we  muft  proceed  accordingly  by  bleeding,  purging, 
&c.  at  all  times  place  a featon  in  the  neck,  efpeci- 
ally  if  the  patient  complains  of  motqs  flying  before 
his  eyes ; on  the  contrary,  if  the  fyftem  be  de- 
bilitated, I would  adopt  a tonic  plan.  In  all 
cafes  it  is  neceflary  to  wear  a green  fhade  until 
the  eyes  have  fully  recovered  their  ftrength,  which 
they  feldom  do  for  a length  of  time,  and  they  are 
alfo  very  liable  to  a frefli  attack.

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CASE  I. 

Where  Bleeding  did  not  prevent  the 
Iris  jrom  Protruding. 

JOHN  ROLINSON,  M.  of  H.  M.  S.  La 
Tigre,  came  into  the  hofpital  May  2 6,  1801,  com- 
plained of  his  eyes  three  days  before,  withfwelling  of 
the  internal  part  of  the  lids,  great  inflammation,  body 
regular.  The  cold  bathing  was  ufed  liberally,  and 
in  the  morning  of  the  27th  he  was  much  relieved  ; 
but  in  the  evening,  the  pain  and  inflammation  en- 
creafed  to  a violent  degree,  with  a fenfation  of  his 
eyes  burfting  out  of  their  orbits,  the  whole  of  the 
tunica  adnata  red.  Goulard  was  continually  applied 
to  the  furrounding  parts,  two  grains  of  opium  given 
internally,  and  blitters  behind  the  ears.  On  the 
28th  he  was  apparently  much  relieved,  but  fearing 
another  dreadful  relapfe,  I took  10  ounces  of  blood 
from  the  arm.  On  the  29th  he  was  much  better, 
and  the  application  was  continued  ’till  the  31ft, 
when  the  eyes  again  were  inflamed  ; the  blitters  and 
bleeding  were  renewed,  but  he  returned  the  goulard, 
finding  more  eafe  from  cold  water.  June  4,  near 
well;  June  6,  inflammation  again  encreafed ; June 
7,  blithered  the  nape  of  the  neck  ; June  8,  again  re- 
lieved, but  appeared  debilitated;  on  the  9th  wathed 
the  eyes  with  brandy  and  water;  on  the  nth,  the 
wath  continued*  and  his  eyes  clearing,  on  the  13th, 

could 
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could  work  with  his  needle,  but  on  the  14th  a fmall 
fpeck  appeared  in  both  eyes,  to  which  was  applied  a 
fmall  portion  of  powdered  fugar,  and  continued  to 
the  17th,  when  a fmall  blueilh  tumour  appeared  at 
the  bottom  of  the  tranfparent  cornea,  evidently 
containing  a fmall  portion  of  the  iris,  as  its  circular 
form  was  deftroyed  ; this  was  carefully  opened,  and 
calomel  blown  into  it.  The  next  day  another  ap- 
peared on  the  left  eye,  which  had  the  fame  treat- 
ment ; on  the  19th  and  20th  calomel  continued, 
thej  pupil  was  a little  elongated;  on  the  21ft  he 
returned  to  duty. — N.  B.  His  light  was  rather  weak 
in  the  day  time,  but  in  the  night  he  expreffed  lome 
furprife  that  he  could  fee  lo  much  better  than  before ; , 
on  the  19th  I was  obliged  by  the  difeafe  to  leave  the 
hofpital,  and  did  not  fee  him  ’till  about  8 or  10  days 
after,  and  the  pupil  had  nearly  gained  its  circular 
form;  I fent  him  on  board  for  the  benefit  of  the  fliade 
and  cool  air,  and  he  perfectly  recovered. 

CASE  II. 

THOMAS  YOUNG,  M.  of  H.  M.  S.  La 
Tigre,  came  into  the  hofpital  tents  about  the  fame 
time  as  Rolinfon;  vifion  extremely  painful,  body 
regular,  cold  bathing  applied  continually  ; on  May 
29,  the  fymptoms  encreafed  as  in  the  above  cafe, 
but  far  more  violent ; blifters  t.o  the  temples  and  be- 
hind the  ears,  and  12  oz.  of  blood  taken  from  the 
arm,  alfo  a grain  of  opium  every  5 or  6 hours  if 

required* 
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required.  On  the  28th,  inflammation  not  abated, 
applied  goulard;  on  the  29th  he  returned  it,  de- 
claring he  found  more  benefit  from  the  cold  water 
only,  flnee  the  bleeding,  his  countenance  extremely 
pale,  and  the  whole  frame  much  debilitated ; the 
eyes  were  fcarrified,  and  the  warm  bath  ufed  to  en- 
courage the  hemorrhage  ; on  the  30th  I iucceeded 
in  dividing  the  angular  arteries;  June  5,  the  vifion 
nearly  free  from  pain,  wafhed  with  weak  brandy  and 
water,  and  gave  him  the  diluted  vitriolic  acid  twice 
a day;  on  the  13th  he  returned  to  duty.— N.^B.  The 
debility  and  pale  countenance  continued  for  a long 
time,  nor  did  he  perfe&ly  recover  until  fome 

months  after  he  returned  on  board.

CASE  III. 

✓ 

Rupture  of  the  Tranfparent  Cornea 
from  a Blow . 

GEORGE  WILLIAMS,  aged  31,  H.  M.  S. 
Ajax,  came  into  the  .hofpital  tents,  May  24,  1801, 
had  been  affedted  four  days ; he  was  immediately 
bliftered,  and  goulard  applied  to  the  eyes,  but  on 
the  30th,  he  preferred  cold  water;  in  the  night  had 
all  the  horrid  fymptoms  as  already  mentioned.  June 
1,  complained  of  great  pain,  divided  the  angular 
arteries ; on  the  2d,  much  relieved ; on  the  4th, 
cold  bath  continued  ; in  his  fleep  this  night  he  un- 
fortunately 
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fortunately  received  a flight  blow  on  the  left  eye, 
which  burft,  and  the  aqueous  humour  difcharged 
with  violent  pain  ; cloths  dipt  in  a folution  of  lau- 
danum kept  continually  on  the  eye  and  furrounding 
parts,  and  the  body  opened  ; on  the  6th,  great  pain, 
opened  the  temporal  artery;  on  the  yth,  rather  more 
eafy,  laudanum  continued  ; on  the  8th,  blifters  re- 
newed, and  the  fame  treatment  continued  to  the 
lath,  when  a fmall  fpeck  appeared  in  the  tranfparent 
cornea  of  the  other  eye  ; on  the  13th,  it  encreafed; 
on  the  14th,  opened  it ; on  the  15th,  body  coftive, 
fal  cathart,  1 oz.  17th,  another  fmall  blifler  arofe  on 
the  part  which  was  opened,  and  calomel  blown  in, 
the  former  wound  healed.  About  this  time  my 
own  eyes  became  affe&ed,  and  I was  obliged  to 
leave  him — he  was’fent  on  board  June  27,  nor  have 
I heard  of  him  fince. 

CASE  IV. 

Another  Rupture  from  Accident, 

PHILIP  WOODLAND,  H.  M.  S.  Ajax,  came 
to  the  hofpital  tent.  May  22,  1801,  and  was  treated 
according  to  the  general  mode  of  pra&ice,  by  cold 
baths,  blifters,  8tc.  June  6,  a blifler  arofe  on  the 
tranfparent  cornea  ; on  the  8th,  it  broke  with  great 
pain,  and  the  aqueous  humour  was  thrown  to  fome 
diftancej  fomentations  of  laudanum  were  immedi- 
ately 
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ately  applied  ; on  the  9th,  in  lying  down,  he  flightly 
ftruck  his  eye  on  the  toe  of  another  man,  by  which 
the  whole  was  ruptured,  the  iris  protruding,  and 
the  internal  parts  full  of  blood  ; the  eye  was 
unluckily  loft,  the  inflammation  foon  abated,  and 
he  returned  to  duty  in  a few  days. 

CASE  V. 

7 he  good  Ejfe&s  of  Calomel  in  removing 

Opacity . 

SAMUEL  BARNSWELL,  H.  M.  S.  Kent, 
came  into  the  hofpital  June  2,  1801,  he  was  im- 
mediately bliftered  behind  the  ears,  and  cold  baths 
continually  applied,  with  opiates  at  night;  on  the 
7th,  he  was  much  relieved  ; on  the  8th,  blifters  re- 
peated ; on  the  9th,  in  the  evening,  I obferved  a 
fmall  fpeck  in  the  left  eye  j on  the  10th,  highly 
inflamed,  poulticed  wiih  goulard,  and  his  body 
opened  ; on  the  12th,  divided  the  angular  ar- 
teries, and  encouraged  the  bleeding  by  warm 
fomentatipns ; on  the  15th,  much  the  fame,  blifters 
repeated,  and  a large  one  on  the  nape  of  the 
neck;  at  night,  calomel,  gr.  x.  opii,  gr.  1.  on  the 
1 6th,  pulv:  jalapii  3fs,  fcarified  the  whole  of  the 
inflamed  part ; on  the  17th,  the  eye  ftill  imflamed, 
but  could  bear  the  light  better  j on  the  18th,  inflam- 
mation abating — from  this  time  I did  not  fee  him 

for 
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tor  8 or  10  days,  owing  to  my  own  illnefs,  and  then 
found  him  with  a large  thick  white  fubftance  nearly 
covering  the  whole  of  the  tranfparent  cornea,  giving 
me  very  little  hopes  of  faving  the  eye’;  however  with 
a lancet  I made  a fmall  pundture,  and  with  the  edge 
carefully  raifed  fome  of  it,  and  through  a quill  blew 
in  calomel  two  or  three  times  a day,  although 
the  veffels  continued  red,  in  three  or  four  days 
I found  the  eye  became  bright,  and  thus  con- 
tinuing gradually  till  on  the  15th  of  July,  a very 
fmall  portion  was  left,  the  pupil  clear,  and  vifion 
perfedt ; July  20,  he  returned  to  duty,  having  only 
a fmall  fpeck  about  the  the  fize  of  a fmall  pin’s-head 
under  the  fight,  which  I have  no  doubt  would  dis- 
appear; he  had  calomel  with  him  to  ufe  if  required. 

CASE  VI. 

When  the  Difeafe  took  place  by 
Accident , from  Jyringing  others  eyes . 

JOHN  WHITE,  Seaman,  H.  M.  S.  La  Tigre, 
came  to  the  hofpital  tents  June  14,  with  Opthalmia, 
and  by  the  ufual  treatment,  he  foon  perfedtly  reco- 
vered. When  returned  from  on  board,  I found  him 
one  of  the  orderlies,  from  the  excruciating  pain  1 
felt  in  having  the  matter  picked  out  by  means  of  a 
probe  and  cloth,  I refolved  to  try  the  effedts  of  fy- 
ringing  them  with  warm  water,  as  in  the  firft  inftancc 
it  would  wa(h  out  any  extraneous  matter,  and  at 

the 
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the  fame  time  act  as  a fomentation,  I therefore  had 
them  fyringecl  twice  a day.  This  man  having  been 
extremely  careful  and  attentive,  offered  his  fervices 
to  attend  them.  The  fecond  day,  ufing  too  much 
force,  a part  of  the  injection  out  of  the  difeafed  eye 
flew  into  his— of  courfe  a fmall  portion  of  matter 
blended  with  it j he  immediately  complained  of  a 
fmarting  pain,  but  took  no  further  notice  of  it  till 
the  evening;  he  then  complained  of  forenefs.  The 
next  day  his  eyes  inflamed,  and  he  had  the  difeafe 
equally  as  bad  as  when  he  came  into  the  hofpital. — 
Another  orderly,  of  the  name  of  Taylor,  belonging 
to  the  Northumberland,  took  the  charge  of  them  ; he 
in  like  manner  in  a few  days  got  lome  matter  in  his 
eyes ; complained  of  the  fame  fmarting,  and  the 
next  day  the  difeafe  took  place,  but  foon  recovered 
by  fyringing  with  warm  water.  Thefe  men  after 
they  recovered,  again  took  charge  of  the  blind,  and 
from  this  mode  of  treatment  they  recovered  much 
fooner  than  before,  and  many  who  made  early  ap- 
plication, continued  only  a few  days  on  the  lick 
lift. 

To  give  all  the  cafes  that  occurred,  would  fwell 
this  pamphlet  to  a larger  fize  than  at  prefent  I wifli ; 
but  it  is  my  intention,  when  time  will  permit,  to  re- 
vife  the  whole,  and  publilh  them  with  the  other  dif- 
eafes,  as  they  came  into  the  hofpital,  with  their 
fymptoms  and  treatment  ; but  (hall  now  conclude 

with 
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with  a general  view  of  the  difeafes  from  opening 
the  hofpital  at  Rofetta,  until  1 was  obliged  to  leave 
the  lines  for  the  fafety  of  my  fight. 

The  furrounding  fituation  of  Alexandria,  I have 
juftly  drawn,  but  Rofetta,  fituated  on  the  banks 
of  the  Nile,  is  an  amazing  contrail,  covered 
with  luxurious  verdure,  where  fruit,  vegetables. 
See.  Sec.  could  be  at  all  times  procured  at  a mode- 
rate expence;  rendered  it  one  of  the  fir  ft  objects  to 
thofe  who  had  the  welfare  of  the  fick  and  wounded 
continually  on  their  minds ; it  was  embraced  imme- 
diately, efpecially  when  it  was  known  there  were 
between  20  or  30  fick  feamen  in  open  boats  on  the 
Lake  Etko.  The  late  French  hofpital  was  taken  by 
Sir  S.  S.  on  the  fame  terms  they  had  it,  after 
being  well  cleaned,  and  all  the  old  beds  burnt  in  the 
public  fquare  ; date  cradles  and  mats  were  procured 
for  them  to  lay  on,  and  ftrift  orders  given  that  they 
lhould  want  for  nothing  that  could  be  obtained, 
and  the  different  Captains  of  the  brigade  were 
defiled  to  fend  their  fick  by  boats  to  this  place. 

A part  of  one  of  the  diet  tables  I fiiall  lay  before 
you,  firft  obferving,  that  full  allowance  was,  meat 
lib.  bread,  1 lb.  wine,  1 pint;  milk  in  the  morning 
and  ev  ening  ; with  vegetables.

Half  diet  was,  meat,  lib.  bread,  ^lb.  wine  l-  pint, 
milk  as  before. 

Low  diet  was,  foup,  1 pint;  bread  ilb.  no  wine  ; 
milk  if  the  ftomach  would  bear  it. 


You  may  now  juftly  obferve,  why  was  not  this 
continued  ? the  truth  is,  all  did  not  approve  of  it ; 

the  objection  was,  its  diftanpe  from  Alexandria. 

Was  there  no  conveyance  ? yes,  plenty.  Then  what 
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was  the  reafon  ? They  were  not  confulted — . 

The  confequence  was,  a number  were  Tent  into 
the  army  hofpital  tents  onthefands,  inftead  ot  that 
prepared  for  them. 
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By  this  we  find  only  five  with  Opthalmia,  and 
thofe  extremely  flight ; our  principal  difeafes  were 
dyfentaries  and  fevers ; thefe  were  brought  on  by 
exceflive  fatigue,  and  continually  living  in  open 
boats,  expofed  to  the  fun  by  day,  and  heavy  cold 
dews  at  night,  which  it  was  impoflible  to  avoid 
and  what  ftill  added  to  it,  was  the  fhameful  delivery 
to  the  men  of  date  brandy,  inftead  of  good  rum  or 
wine. 
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A General 
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Here  we  find,  from  May  26,  to  June  18,  feventy 
had  been  afflicted  with  the  Opthalmia. 

A 

There  was  every  thing  neceflfary  provided  for 
them  as  our  fituation  would  admit,  except  bedding, 
and  furely  it  would  be  a trifling  expence  to  Govern- 
ment, if  in  every  large  fleet  one  good  hofpital  tent, 
with  beds.  Sc c.  was  in  ftore  for  fuch  emergency  as 
this,  which  every  regiment  has,  thereby  rendering 
their  men  comfortable  to  what  the  failors  were.  I 
here  return  thanks  to  Mr.  Green  (Infpedtor  of  Hofpi- 
tals)  for  his  attention  to  fick  feamen  ; whatever  lay 
in  that  gentleman’s  power  was  given  with  a pleafure 
that  marked  the  goodnefs  of  his  heart.  When  I 
became  a vi6im  to  this  fcourge  of  our  army,  the 
furgeon  of  the  54th,  and  Mr.  M'Auley  of  the 
Marines,  handlomely  came  forward  to  attend  the 
hofpital,  while  I went  on  board  the  Toride  for  the 
fake  of  coolnefs  and  {hade,  to  reftore  my  fight  which 
was  in  imminent  danger;  The  Marine  Hofpital 
was  clofe  to  ours,  and  the  fick  were  hourly  under 
their  immediate infpedtion  j but  fome  bufy  perfon  fent 
word  to  Lord  Keith,  a glaring  falfhood,  that  there 
was  no  one  to  attend  the  fick  of  the  brigade ; and 
when  I returned  to  the  Lines  (before  my  eyes  were 
well)  I found  I was  fupercededi  This  gentleman 
was  fickly,  I attended  for  him  till  he  was  promoted, 
the  charge  again  fell  on  me  till  the  whole  was  or- 
dered 
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dered  on  board.  From  that  time,  I volunteered 
in  the  gun-boats  on  the  new  Lake,  as  they  were 
going  into  a&ion,  from  which  I was  fent  in  the 
Charon,  to  Malta,  with  the  wounded  to  the  hofpi- 
tal.*  From  the  time  of  my  blindnefs,  to  this,  I 
ferved  ^ithout  pay,  my  vefTel,  La  Negrefle,  being 
deftroyed  in  bombarding  the  Cattle  of  Aboukir, 
My  journal  was  interrupted,1  in  which  I had  in- 
variably, from  landing,  entered  every  perfon’s  name, 
difeafe,  fymptoms,  medicines,  See.  which  I now 
perufe  with  pleafure. 

* When  we  arrived,  I was  fent  into  the  Lazaretto  with  the 
tick  and  wounded.  It  was  with  the  greateft  difficulty  I could 
keep  them  in  order,  or  prevent  fome  of  the  ftrongeft  attempt- 
ing to  fwim  to  Valette.  Owing  to  ffiameful  negleft  in  fome 
department,  we  were  near  four  days  with  only  J of  a loaf  each 
man,  and  that  the  laft  day.  I need  not  point  out  the  fituation 
of  the  poor  failors  and  prifoners.  The  following  is  nearly  a 
copy  of  a letter  I wrote  to  the  Governor,  which  was  immedi- 
ately attended  to,  as  we  got  produft.  Thofe  that  were  with  me 
belonging  to  the  army,  had  good  viftuals  regularly  fent  them  ; 
but  the  poor  Sailors  were  languilhing  for  want  of  food. 


MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  EXCELLENCY, 

IT  i s now  near  Four  Days  fince  I,  and  Forty-Nine  Sick  and  Wounded 
Sailors,  with  Eight  Wounded  French  Prifoners,  were  landed  at  the  Lazaretto, 
iince  which  Time  we  have  had  only  Three  Quarters  of  a loaf  each  Man-  I 
have  feveral  with  the  Scurvy,  Wounds,  bad  Ulcers,  and  without  Limbs ; and  for 
want  of  necefiary  Refrefhment,  they  are  finking.
